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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because; Applicant argues that neither Davis, Menezes 
nor Levy, alone or in any connbination, describe or render obvious a secret value being a combination of both a long term value and a 
short term value (page 7, 2^ paragraph). Davis discloses generating a session key which is a secret; however, Davis does not disclose 
that the session key is generated by combining a long term value and a short term value. Menezes discloses a method for generating a 
session key which is a secret by generating a short-term value such as a random number or a time stamp and then combining the short- 
term value with a long-term symmetric key (sections 12.19-12.20, pages 498-499). Menezes provides the teaching of generating the 
session key that Davis fails to disclose and motivation for combining the references as well. Accordingly, Davis session key would be 
generated in the manner taught by Menezes, which is quite proper when using with a hashing method because Menezes also utilizes a 
hashing method (MAC) to combine the short term and long term values. 
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
